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The following Poems appeared severally, year by year, 
in the Field. They were accepted, I believe, as it 
was intended they should be, by many a country 
fireside-circle, at Christmaa time. They claimed no 
better place than that which they shared with Chriat- 
mas games, music, dancing, and all other innocent 
mirth. Read aloud, they filled up an interval. I 
offer them now, together with one or two occasional 
pieces, in a convenient, and, I venture to hope, an 
acceptable form.
